1«  (c)  Gc4ilr<H.:VJL»: 

a.  Since  this  renort  constitutes  the  i’irst  quarterly  opera¬ 
tional  report  for  Headquarters,  USAilSUPTH/J,  this  general  paragraph 

is  included  to  provide  a  chronology  of  events  from  initial  discussion 
on  the  estublislanrnt  of  this  Headquarters  to  the  end  of  the  present 
ri-torting  period.  References  to  3ECR.3T  documents  mentioned  below  are 
annotated  at  AFrEMDIX  I  -  RTFAHEHCr/S .  Security  regulations  governing 
local  reproduction  of  classified  material  precluded  their  incltision 
in  this  report. 

b.  The  inception  of  Headquarters,  United  States  Army  Support, 
Thailand  extends  buck  to  late  196?  and  a  proposal  by  Major  General 
Richard  G,  Stilwcll,  Commanding  General  United  States  Military  Aasis- 
tance  Command,  Tliailund.  In  a  letter  to  USAitPAC  on  16  January  1966  (Ref 
A),  General  Stilwcll  officially  enumerated  his  reasons  for  having  a 
"small  U,3.  Army  control  headquarters  to  which  all  Army  \mits  ...  may 

be  assigned."  COJJS.l  CTtl.I  was  concerned  ov^r  the  lack  of  an  Army 
component  hcadqui’rt.,rs  in  the  event  of  expanded  U.S,  milityxy  opera¬ 
tions  in  Thc.il.  nd  and  kios.  On  his  own  authority,  GeneraJ  Stilwcll 
h'.’.d  a  proposed  TDA  fonr-rdod  from  his  hcadqtuirtcrs  to  USjJRPAC  and  called 
for  a  nacting  in  Drngkok  on  28  JanuaTy  1966  of  ropresontatives  of 
il'.CTiL'.I,  9th  Logsitical  Ccmmtuid  (->),  3TRi'.TC0ri.T,  UBiJlTIS  and  IX  Corps 
(U3...'vP..C  gave  imjncdiatc  concurrence  to  General  Stilwcll*  s  request  ns 
cvidv,necd  by  t’noir  rapid  response  in  the  tasking  of  IX^Corps  Heed- 
qua.rtcrs  on  Okinawa  to  prepare  to  t.ssumc  the  mission  /Ref  D  and  incl  y) . 
Th..  meeting  in  Bangkok  constituted  the  initial  planning  for  development 
of  a  ground  compon(.nt  hcadquoTtors  to  be  called  United  States  Army 
Control,  Thailand  (US.ilOGl!TiL.l) , 

c.  Kcadquartors  IX  Corps  had  been  assigned  to  Okinawa  since 

Februi'.ry  1956.  T<.,n  years  later,  at  reduced  strength,  it  provided  US.Jl- 

PAC  with  the  nucleus  for  a  Corps-level  hcadquaJtors  to  oxeeutc  con¬ 
tingency  opcr.'.’.tional  missions  as  required  with  priority  to  unilateral 
and  SE44rO  op.'ira.tions  in  the  Thailand/Laos  area.  It  was  in  the  right 
part  of  the  world  at  the  right  time  ."Jid,  perhaps  most  important,  it  was 
the  right  size  with  regard  to  personnel  space  authorizations,  IX  Corps 
was  rcorg.anizcd  to  virtua.lly  zero  strength  (see  incls  2  &  3),  and  133 
of  its  spaces  were  employed  to  organize  Headquarters  and  Headquarters 
Company,  USiAvCOl'iTH.'.I,  by  US.‘JIP.4C  General.  Orders  88  and  89,  effective 

25  April  1966,  and  Colonel  Francis  W,  O'Brien,  then  IX  Corps  Chief  of 
Staff,  assumed  conmiand  (see  incls  4  “  5) t  The  new  headquarters  met  its 
readiness  date  of  15  Juno  1966, 
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d,  Tho  delay  from  organization  in  *.pril  to  deployiaont  in 
October  revealed  some  interesting  political  sidelights  with  regard  to 
cnployraont  of  U.S,  troops  in  Southeast  /^ia  at  that  time,  /onbassador 
Grehem  liartin  concurred  in  the  need  for  a  control  headquarters  in 
January  and  reaffirmed  his  approval  in  ioril  but  wanted  the  Royal  Thai 
Government’s  concurrence  and  instructions  from  our  State  Department 
(Ref  B)  before  he  would  grant  in-country  clearajice.  State  responded 
favorably  in  April,  but  the  Thais  seemed  reluctant.  This  reluc¬ 
tance  was  not  entirely  bxu'eaucratic  red-tape  but  extended  all  the 
way  to  the  Prime  Minister  level  (soo  incl  6),  Clearance  was  finally 
received  on  23  September  1966  \^ith  instructions  that  the  organization 
be  redesignated  United  Strtes  .^rmy  Support,  Thailand  (USi-RSUPTIL'-I) 

(see  incl  7),  The  reason  for  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  the  Royal 
Thai  Government  in  granting  country  clearance  was  never  absolutely 
determined,  Tho  general  opinion  among  U,3,  officers,  however,  \?cs  that 
Thai  authorities  objected  to  the  word  “Control"  in  the  new  organiza¬ 
tion’s  title  and  feared  that  it  might  appear  to  tho  public  that  the 
United  States  was  taking  over  operations  in  their  own  country, 

0,  Upon  approv;-.!  by  Department  of  tho  -rny,  the  final  move¬ 
ment  directives  wore  prepared  by  U3.-h?AC  and  USiJlYIS  with  a  closure  d;vte 
for  the  unit  of  15  Uovonber  1966,  The  first  echelon,  consisting  of 
eleven  officers  and  t’..’cnty-oight  enlisted  men,  arrived  in  Korat  on 
17  October  1966,  A  sea  novemc-nt  of  vehicles  and  equipment  departed 
on  19  October  1966j  the  second  echelon  departed  Qlcinavra  by  a.ir  on 
10  Novenbe-r  1966  while  tho  rear  detachment  met  the  15  November  closure 
date. 


f,  U3j^.-C  G  ncra.!  Order  247  (see  incl  8),  dated  27  October 
1966,  assigned  USiuTSUP'fiL'.I  to  U3.Jv?..C  effective  1  ilovcnbcr  1966  with 
operational  control  vested  in  C0;.U3k.CTrLJ, 

g,  With  tho  organization  on  sxich  an  austere  strength  basis, 
tho  Hcadq\u-.rtcrs  had  certain  limitations  whiclx  hampered  the  assanption 
of  all  Army  component  responsibilities  (see  incl  9).  Tn  order  to 
assvime  all  coivnancl  responsibilities,  significant  augmentations  wore 
required  in  sections  such  as  the  i.djut.-ut  Goncrai,  Inspector  General, 
G-4,  Comptroller,  Chapla.in,  Provost  fiarshal,  aJiu  Special  Services.  A 
plan  for  a  modest  thirty-r.t'ji  augmentation  in  some  of  these  areas  wr.s 
developed  i‘.nd  fon^arded  to  Department  of  the  Army,

When  the  Hca.dquartcrs  was  reorganized  from  K  Corps 
to  United  States  Lrmy  Gf^ntrol,  Thaila.nd,  uidcr  TD4  P6-1000-00,  with 
authorized  strength  of  131  (a  final  two-space  deletion  from  133  was 
effected  during  re-organization),  the  assigned  strength  was  97#  4n 
emcr.goncy  requisition  was  imcodiatoly  submitted  to  bring  the  unit  up  to 
TD4  strength.  The  response  to  this  requisition  v/as  favorable,  with 
personnel  arriving  during  the  period  ilcy— ‘*.ugust  1966#  4t  the  sajxc 
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tine,  all  personnel  actions  wore  frozen,  including  eases  of  person¬ 
nel  who  were  p  'ot  their  DFJiCS  and  who  htui  reassignnent  orders  for 
CONUS.  Nunerous  nessagao  between  this  Headquarters,  USiJiPAC,  and 
Departnont  of  the  resulted  in  the  ducision  that  those  who  had 
school  cssignrsonts  would  conplj'  with  orders  and  that  the  others 
would  deploy  with  the  unit, 

b,  Tlic  foregoing  actions  were  token  during  the  uonths  of 
li-.y,  June,  and  July,  but  during  the  nonths  of  August  and  September, 
it  tocoTie  evident  that  the  long  delay  in  dcploycrcnt  was  catteing 
serious  noriilc  problems.  Disex^ssions  between  the  Gi  of  this  Head- 
QUi’.rtcrs  and  US..3PAC  cvcntu£'.lly  resulted  in  rccorr*.cndir.g  to  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Arriy  a  personnel  policy  for  the  unit  which  would  be  ap¬ 
plicable  regardless  of  the  deployment  date  of  the  vmit  and  which 
would,  in  effect,  regularize  personnel  actions  on  the  same  ba-sis  as 
though  the  xinit  were  not  alerted.  Events  overtook  the  a.ction,  as 
the  unit  did  receive  cloariuicc  to  move  to  Thailand  late  in  September, 
and  Department  of  the  Ar.ry  policy  message  \4v.s  received  which  spoiled 
out  a  personnel  policy  thrt  was  wholly  consistent  with  ciurront 
Department  cf  the  Amy  personnel  procedures.  Although  there  were 
individual  cases  of  disappointment ,  the  policy  x/as  in  general  well 
roccix’cd,  vxA  the  morale  of  the  Headqui'-rters  substrjitially  incrcr.scd 
by  the  sui’c  knovrlcdgc  that  the  unit  would  deploy  dialing  the  months 
of  October  end  November. 

c.  i-  concurrent  action  was  dovolopcd  early  in  the  planning 
of  unit  doplcymcnt  with  regard  to  travel  of  dependents  to  Thailand, 
COMHSU.CTtii'J  and  the  Commanding  Officer  jointly  dovolcpcd  a  plan  for 
designating  fifty  of  the  spi'c  s  in  the  unit  table  of  distribution 

as  "key’’  spaces,  the  incur.bc-nts  of  which  would  be  authorized  to 
transport  their  dependents  to  Thailand.  Those  dependents  would  reside 
in  Bangkok  while  their  sponsors  \jcrc  assigned  to  Koratj  however, 
the  origin;'.!  plan  stipul-'tod  that  under  these  circumstances,  the  spon¬ 
sor  x;ould  r';coivc  h  using  allowances  br.scd  on  the  Bangkok  rate. 

The  sponsor  would  »'.lso  be  required  to  complete  a  two-year  tour  in 
Thailand  as  is  the  ease  for  other  accompanied  personnel  in-co\mtry. 
Despite  some  misgivings,  the  total  concept  was  generally  agreed 
upon  and  approved  at  U3.'i\PAC,  USidlYIS,  I'L.CTH<.I  a.nd  this  Headquarters. 
Upon  requost  from  M’.CTH-.I  to  USidlilS  that  preliminary  actions  be 
taken  tc  approve  the  travel  of  certain  dependents,  the  real  prob¬ 
lems  allowances  and  order  issuing  authority  came  to  a  head, 

USj'itPAC  queried  Department  of  the  Amy,  .'uxd  the  decision  wa.s  announced 
from  Department  of  the  -"r.my  that  the  plan  was  acceptable  and  tacit 
agreement  was  implied  that  US»Jl?AC  could  put  the  pltin  into  effect; 
however,  DA  stated  that  sponsors  moving  under  these  circumstances 
would  bo  authorized  to  receive  only  the  Korat  rr.tc  for  his  housing

OctobcTj  with  the  concurrence  of  the  CorPianding  Officer  of  this  orga 
ization,  effectively  delaying  any  fui'ther  iipplenontation  of  the 
dependent  travel  program  until  the  unit  could  arrive  in-country  'Uid 
the  entire  action  be  conpletciy  rcstudied, 

d,  Another  concurrent  action  wa^  ttdeen  during  the  period 
in  question  regarding  an  augmentation  for  the  Headquarters ,  Person¬ 
nel  botli  in  Mi'-CTHTJ  end  this  Kcadqurrters  felt  that  any  cor^ioncnt 
command  in-country  would  require  comptroller,  inspector  general 
and  provost  marshal  personnel  on  the  staff.  To  retain  the  austere 
posture  of  the  unit,  it  was  agreed  that  such  on  augmentation  should 
bo  limited  to  thirty  spaces.  Tentative  decisions  os  to  the  staf¬ 
fing  of  theso  thirty  spaces  ijcro  agreed  upon  at  USiJRPAC  level,  and 
CIHCPAC  had  the  augmentation  group  included  in  the  JCS  approved 
troop  list  for  Thailand,  The  a.ugncntation  i^as  subsequently  deferred 
then  deleted,  then  restored  to  the  approved  troop  list,  A  revised 
TU'i.  to  include  the  thirty  additional  spaces  was  submitted  to  USjjIFAC 
al.ong  with  enorgoncy  requisitions  for  personnel  fill  end  action  was 
still  progressing  at  the  close  of  the  reporting  period.  Since  the 
TD*‘,  has  not  yot  been  approved  by.ACSFCR,  the  requisitions  remain 
in  USiulPAG  for  submission  as  soon  as  approval  is  received, 

c.  Early  in  the  life  of  the  new  organization,  it  was 
decided  that  a  distinctive  unit  insignia  should  he  adopted.  Such  an 
insignia  was  designed  and  submitted  to  the  Institute  of  Heraldry, 
Department  of  the  Army,  in  J\inc,  The  design  was  approved  on  16 
September  and  requisitions  have  been  submitted  for  the  insignia 
(see  cover  design), 

f.  From  June  imtil  the  luiit's  deployment  during  October 
and  November,  numerous  liaison  visits  and  conferences  were  hold  be¬ 
tween  representatives  of  this  Headquarters  and  their  counterparts 
in  USi'iiPAC,  USiixYIS,  and  MACTHi»I  concerning  the  irdssion  of  the  \uiit 
after  its  transfer  ai’d  the  corresponding  transfer  of  functions 
between  this  Headquarters  end  USi'iRYIS.

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General,  US/JtSUPTH.'.!  for  eH  Eotters  pertaining  to  the  health  of 
the  comand;  he  exercises  tecilnical  supervision  of  ell  U,S,  Any 
radical  activities  in  Thailand,  Activities  for  the  month  of  Jan¬ 
uary  were  concerned  prinarily  with  the  establishcent  of  a  Surgeon's 
Office  uisder  staff  supervision  of  the  G-1  rather  than  the  G-4,  where 
it  was  fomorly  located.  With  the  present  authorized  strength, 
there  is  no  professional  conplecent  to  staff  the  Surgeon's  Office, 
Personnel  of  subordinate  units  (Connanding  Officers,  428th  Pledical
